MICHIGAN: A municipal primary elec- 
tion will be held in the City of Detroit on 
August, 1945. Cadidates to be chosen at 
this election will be: Mayor, City Clerk, 
City Treasurer, Councilman and Con 
stables. Eligible servicemen may vote in 
this primary election. Postcard applica- 
tions for ballots (USWBC Form No. 1) will 
be accepted from such persons beginning 
14 May, 1945. Ballots will be mailed by 
local election officials about 29 May, 1945.

OREGON: A special statewide referen- 
dum will be held throughout the State of 
Oregon on 22 June, 1945, on two tax meas- 
ures. The two measures to be voted upon 
are as follows: 

(1) Authorization for a five-mill property 
tax for the next two years to be used for 
the construction of buildings for state in- 
stitutions of higher learning, and state in- 
stitutional buildings and the authorization 
of the use of surplus income tax revenue to 
offiset this property tax. 

(2) Authorization to levy a two cents per 
package tax on cigarettes. The money re- 
ceived from this tax is to be used for ele- 
mentary schools. 

Eligible servicemen will be permitted to 
vote on the two tax measures by absentee 
ballot under a specially adopted state pro- 
cedure. The postcard application (see the 
Voting Officer) will be accepted by state 
officials as an application for a ballot and 
may be mailed at any time. Ballots on the 
tax measures will be mailed to prospective 
voters on 28 April, 1945. and the executed 
ballot must be received by 16 June in order 
to be counted. Prospective voters should 
indicate on postcard application their de- 
sire for a ballot in the special election.
